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THE POSITION OF VANILLA 
BEANS. 


We publish in another column of this 
issue a letter reviewing the situation 
in Mexican vanilla dated at 
Papantla, Mexico, and signed by the 
exporters of that city, from which are 
shipped all of the Mexican beans. It is 
the first time that the have 
taken the consumers into their confi- 
dence, evident purpose is to 
persuade the latter of the soundness of 
the position occupied by the curers 
during the past two years. They have 
evidently chafed under the strictures of 
the consumers and others,

been desirous of using Mexican beans‘ 


but have been prevented from doing so 
by the high prices. The curers have 
mistaken the attitude of the dealers 
and consumers, all of whom have been 
only too anxious to purchase Mexican 
beans, the superiority of which is un- 
questioned, and it was this very desire 
that is the cause of all of the trouble 
between the two branches of the trade. 
The dealers were compelled to handle 
the poorer varieties of Bourbon, Tahiti, 
Seychelles and others, quite against 
their wills, as the consumers refused 
to pay the high prices which the deal- 
ers would have been obliged to ask, had 
they paid the extreme figures de- 
manded by the holders of the stocks of 
Mexican. There is a limit beyond which 
people will not go, and that limit has 
been reached by the Mexican variety. 
It would be quite another matter if 
there was nothing that could be used 
as a substitute for the Mexican bean. 
But with cheaper varieties of beans 
and an increasing supply of synthetic 
vanillin, consumers are in a position to 
refrain from purchasing Mexican 
beans until the price is satisfactory 
to them. The curers have over- 
looked the fact that vanillin has 
made heavy inroads on their business 
since it dropped from $5.50 per ounce 
to $1.70 or less. Its sale has increased 
enormously at the lower figures, and 
they may as well quickly convince 
themselves it has come to stay. ““Neces- 
sity is the mother of invention,” and 
extract makers have ascertained that a 
mixture of vanillin extract with that 
made from the cheaper varieties of 
beans answers the purpose of a suc- 
cessful substitute for Mexican beans at 
$15 to $16 a pound, in first hands, or al- 





most $20 by the time they would reach 
the consumer. 

It is true that the annual consump- 
tion of Mexican beans was formerly 
about 900 cases, but it is also true that 
not over 150 cases were used here in 
1897. Nevertheless, the American peo- 
ple had all of the extract they wanted. 
It is also true, the situation as pictured 
by the curers to the contrary notwith- 
standing, that sales of whole beans 
were made here recently by the import- 
ers at 331-3 per cent. below the price 
they refused in October last. It is also 
well worth pointing out that there is 
evidence that a combination in Mexico 
which is of a speculative character, in 
that the firm whose name is first among 
the signatures to the letter is cred- 
ited with owning $132,000 worth of 
old crop beans, $100,000 of which 
are here, and _ $30,000 in France, 
besides five-elghths of the coming 
crop. The intelligence of the American 
consumer is insulted in the statement 
that speculators here “have been mak- 
ing use of packages with labels bear- 
ing the trade-marks of Mexican vanil- 
las, having refilled the cases with the 
inferior article of other sources.” The 
smallest American buyer can tell a 
Mexican from a Bourbon or any other 
variety, and any attempt on the part 
of a dealer in beans to deceive a buyer 
of whole beans would result in the loss 
of the customer. There is no denying 
the fact that cuts are mixed, but even 
then the buyer is a party to the fraud, 
as he is posted on the ruling prices for 
a pure article. He cares not, so long as 
he can say he purchased them for Mex- 
ican cuts. The Mexicans may as well 
make up their minds that if they do not 
accept lower prices their trade will be 
beyond recovery in another year or 
two, and that it is not a question of 
antipathy to them on the part of deal- 
ers and consumers, but is one of busi- 
ness, pure and simple. Dealers would 
gladly pay the prices demanded if they 
could sell the goods. The trade is per- 
suaded that the reason for all of the 
trouble lies in the fact that the Mexi- 
cans committed an error of judgment 
in practically bunching all of their con- 
signments to New York. A perfect 
knowledge of the business is necessary 
in handling beans, not only on the part 
of the receivers, but of those 
business it is to place the goods.

FOREIGN COMPETITION IN PE- 


TROLEUM. 


Last month the announcement of 
the arrival of the first cargo of Su- 
matra petroleum at Bombay, India, 
was heralded with a blare of trumpets 
on the part of the English press, and 


whose 


minute details were given as to the 
source, quality, quantity, shippers, 
agents and _ distribution. We were 
soberly told that the shippers of 
Sumatra petroleum had caused 
the “American importations to with- 


draw in a large measure’ from the 
markets of the far East, and tabulated 
figures were given as proof of the 
claim. The French Consul at Batavia, 
in an extended report to his govern- 
ment, stated that the exports of Su- 
matra petroleum began in 1890, when 
56,366 liters were shipped, and that the 
increase has been rapid, the exports in 
1896 having amounted to 64,104,300 liters 
(about 41,000 barrels), adding: ‘Never 
before the year 1892 did the foreign 
sales reach the importance which they 
attained in that year, with a figure of 
almost 4,000,000 liters, and in a period 
of four years it has increased in a pro- 
portion of nine to one. This remark- 
able progress is a fact justly calculated 
to disturb Americans. * 8 © The 
American exporter will have to find 
new markets for his surplus supply of 
refined oil if this new rival succeeds in 
its ambitious designs upon the oil trade 
of India, Japan, China and the Straits 
Settlements.” This certainly had a 
formidable look, and was elaborated 
upon with a gusto and satisfaction by 
the English papers which showed their 
strong prejudice. About the time these 
interesting and designed to be alarming 
reports reached this side we took oc- 
casion to review the export trade in 
American petroleum, which showed a 
gratifying increase during the year 1897, 
but as the efforts to supplant the 
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American oil in tthe Eastern markets 
has been of recent date we deferred 
comment. 

The efforts to supply the Eastern 
markets have been more active during 
the second half of last year, and were 
to be stimulated at the opening of 
the present year by reason of comple- 
tion of transport and storage facilities, 
and we have watched for evidences of 
decadence of the export trade in Ameri- 
can oil with considerable interest, but 
have failed to discern any, and a 
fresh item in a_ foreign exchange 
prompted an examination of statistics, 
the result of which we give to show the 
“progress’’ made by the new and sup- 
posedly formidable competitors. Our 
readers will remember that in review- 
ing the export trade in petroleum dur- 
ing 1897 we showed the exports to 
have reached the enormous total of 
994,297,757 gallons, which shows an in- 
crease of 62,512,735 gallonsover the ship- 
ments during 1896, and we need there- 
fore consider only the conditions since 
the beginning of the present year. The 
shipments of petroleum, reduced to 
crude equivalent, during the first six 
weeks of the present year amount to 
about 145,000,000 gallons, while during 
the corresponding period last year they 
amounted to 115,000,000 gallons, showing 
an increase of 30,000,000 gallons, or about 
twenty-six per cent. The charters (in- 
cluding regular tank fleet) during the 
same period amounted to 1,500,000 bar- 
rels, against 1,200,000 barrels last year, 
being an increase of 30,000 barrels. But 
it was in case oil to the far East that 
the falling off was to be expected, and 
we found instead an increase in the 
charters of 1,700,000 cases, the charters 
this year reaching 3,360,000 
against 1,660,000 during the correspond- 
ing period last year, showing an in- 
crease of more than one hundred per 
cent! As the exports during 1897 were 
the largest in the history of the petro- 
leum industry,

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PROPOSED LEGISLATION AFFECT- 
ING LINSEED OIL. 


More legislation of the kind repre- 
sented by the billl regulating the sale 
of paris green, particulars of which 
have appeared in previous issues of The 
Reporter, is threatened in the bill in- 
troduced into ithe New York State Leg- 
islature a few days ago by Senator 
Page. The full text of the bill is given 
in another column of this paper. Its 
purpose is undoubtedly commendable, 
for no right-minded man will condone 
the offense of selling adulterated or 
bogus linseed oil any more than he 
would any other form of deception, and 
unqualified condemnation of the pro- 
posed measure is, therefore, barred by 
the dictates of common honesty. Never- 
theless, The Reporter cannot but regard 
this sort of legislation as uncalled for 
and of doubtful value to the interests 
which it is intended to protect. There 
is no more necessity for singling out 
linseed oil for specific prohibition 
against adulteration than there is for 
recounting in separate acts a thousand 
other articles of every-day use in which 
sophistication is or may be practiced. 
We know of no_ specific provision 
against selling a gilded brick to the 
gullible but by no means guilelesss 
from the interior counties, 
but the criminal code is found to be all- 
sufficient to meet such cases when the 
victim invokes the law and the culprit 
is caught. Any other article that is 
sold for what it is not is an offense 
under the common law equally with the 
gold brick, and the offender may be 
punished under existing statutes if his 
victim will seek legal redress. It is} 
possible that specific statutes make 
prosecutions easier, but when they throw

upon State departments detective work 
such as is contemplated in the bill now 
under consideration, they carry with 
them dangers to reputable manufac- 
turers and merchants which experience 
has shown it were in the public interest 
to avoid. As we have previously point- 
ed out, the adulteration of the more 
staple products is practiced more large- 
ly by a class of irresponsible dealers 
which exists in every line of business 
and in almost every community, than by 
the manufacturers. Official surveillance 
to be of any value as a measure of 








protection to the consumer must, there- 
fore, be extended to and through every 
channel of distribution, and the official 
machinery which this involves suggests 
a public burden that the proposed bene- 
fits cannot justify. The sampling, 
analysis and guaranty of the goods in 
a manufacturer’s warehouse _ signifies 
nothing respecting the quality of those 
goods when finally distributed, and the 
fancied security which the consumer 
might enjoy would enhance the oppor- 
tunities of the dishonestly inclined 
dealer. Moreover, the ability of 
the officially Staie au-

thority to determine the purity 
of the various classes. of mer- 
chandise which he is called 


upon by law to pass upon, is, of neces- 
sity, doubtful, and, as has lately been 
shown to be the case in Ohio, the power 
granted under such laws is liable to 
against which manufacturers 
have a right to claim the most effective 
protection. State analysts, clothed 
even “a little brief authority,’’ and 
relieved of direct personal responsibility 
for erors due to the intentional or care- 
less misuse of their power, are capable 
of doing an incalculable harm to the 
reputation of honest manufacturers 
and merchants, to the risk of which 
the latter should not be exposed by any 
such law as that which Senator Page 
seeks to enact. 

It would be interesting to know by 
what process the framer of this bill 
hopes to determine the degree of heat 
to which boiled oil has been subjected. 
The bill specifies 225 Fahr. as the 
proper boiling point, and we are not 
prepared to question the propriety of 
this standard, but, in the absence of any 
means of certifying it after the oil has 
been taken from the kettle, we fail to 
see the value of the provision. There 
is no reputable crusher who would not

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THE PARIS GREEN BILL PASSES 
THE ASSEMBLY. 


The bill to establish a standard of 
strength for paris green, requiring the 
registration of brands and otherwise 
regulating the traffic in the insecticide 
in this State, passed the Assembly on 
Tuesday last, and is now pending in the 
Senate. The full text of the measure 
appeared in last week’s Reporter, and, 
referring to editorial comment upon the 
subject in our issue of two weeks ago, 
a correspondent, whose letter appears in 
this number, gives the result of a se- 
ries of tests, which have come within 
his experience as a public examiner of 
these preparations.

The accounts for the past half-year 
of the Gas Light and Coke Company, 
London, show that, after providing for 
all fixed charges, there remains a bal- 
ance of £302,483. The amount required 
for the dividend at the statutory rate 
of 12% per cent., which the directors 
recommend, is £377,003, and it will 
therefore be necessary again to have 
recourse to the reserve fund to make 
up the difference, £74,519. The abnor- 
mally high temperature which was ex- 
perienced during the whole of the De- 
cember quarter has affected prejudicial- 
ly the rate of increase in the sale of 
gas. The gas sold for the past half- 
year shows an increase of only 2.11 per 
cent. over the sales of the December 
half-year, 1896, but the increase for the 
whole year was 906,948,000 cubic feet, 
or at the rate of 4.51 per cent. The 
market for residuals continues to be 
depressed. The prices for coke and sul- 
phate of ammonia show an improve- 
ment when compared with the prices 
of 1896, but they are still very low, and 
the receipts for tar products are less 
than they have been for many years 
past. The number of consumers con- 
tinues steadily to increas:, 17,867 new 
and additional supplies having been 
furnished during the past six months, 
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The total production of bromine in 
the United States in 1897 was 487,149 
Ibs., against 550,285 Ibs. in 1896. The 
falling off is attributed to the coal 
miners’ strike, which caused a general 
disturbance of industrial conditions in 
the Ohio Valley during the summer. 
Otherwise there was no change in the 


bromine industry or in the market, the 


price, which is controlled by agreement 


among the producers, remaining the 
same as in 1896. Of the production in 
1897, 356,949 lbs. was in the form of 
liquid bromine, and the remainder as

I have read with much satisfaction 
the article on page 6 of your issue of 
the 3lst ult., entitled ‘“‘Manufacturing 
by Public Departments.” As manufac- 
turers of anti-toxins, vaccines and 
other biological products, we have felt 
the effects of this unequal and unjusti- 
filed competition, not only of the New 
York and other Boards of Health, but 
also of the Agricultural Department at 
Washington. We have spent large 
sums of money in introducing and pop- 
ularizing diphtheria anti-toxin, tuber- 
culin, mallein and other preparations 
that are now being manufactured and 
supplied by public departments. The 
therapeutic or prophylactic value, as 
the case may be, of these various pro- 
ducts, is thoroughly established, and 
they are being made by thoroughly 
competent men on a scale large enough 
to meet all possible demands. 

One of the latest abuses of govern- 
mental functions is the manufacture 
and gratuitious supply by the Agricul- 
tural Department of a vaccine for the 
prevention of symptomatic anthrax in 
cattle. This vaccine was discovered 
twelve years ago, and the necessary

experiments were made during the two 
years following. For the last ten years 


this vaccine has been a commercial 
product of established value, and there 
is therefore absolutely no justifica- 
tion for the Government to spend pub- 
lic money upon experiments in this di- 
rection. We are daily in receipt of let- 
ters from the wholesale and retail drug 
trade and other dealers complaining of 
this unwarranted interference with 
their legitimate business. I trust that 
you, as the mouth-piece of the trade, 
will emphatically protest against fur- 
ther interference with commercial 
enterprise and infringement of private 
rights. 

The proposed appropriation to the 
Agricultural Department for the manu- 
facture of hog cholera vaccine is also 
being made the subject of protest. For 
several years past we, working in con- 
junction with the Pasteur Institute of 
Paris, have devoted considerable time 
and spent large sums of money in 
scientific research and experiments in 
this direction. Now that the goal 
seems to have been reached and a re- 
liable vaccine can be produced, is it 
just either, to ourselves or to other 
manufacturers that the Government 
should monopolize the business even 
for one year? I think that every lover 
of justice will unhesitatingly answer, 
“No.” I hope, therefore, that you will 
at an early date again take up the cud- 
gels and assist manufacturers and the 
trade generally in maintaining what I 
understand to be their rights.

OBITUARY. 


Henry Ward Johns. 


Henry W. Johns died at his home at 
Park Hill, Yonkers, Tuesday night last 
after an illness of several months. Mr. 
Johns was best known through his con- 
nection with the asbestos industry of 
which he was a pioneer in this coun- 
try. 


He was born in West Stockbridge, 
Mass., in 1837, and at an early age 
came to New York, engaging for a 
short time in various lines of busi- 
ness before determining upon that 
which was to be his life work. In 


1868, while experimenting with a view 
to perfecting fire-proofiing compound, 
he became aware of the existence of 
asbestos, the indestructible, fibrous 
mineral, at that time but little known 
outside of laboratories and mineralog- 
ical collections. From this time until 
his death he worked continuously at the 
development of its commercial uses, 
and built up a business of great mag- 
nitude, based upon his numerous inven- 
tions. 

A man of great business sagacity 
and ability, of large information and 
pronounced views on public and com- 
mercial topics, he nevertheless avoided 
public life, preferring to devote himself 
exclusively to his chosen field of ac- 
complishment. Mr. Johns was presi- 
dent of the company bearing his name 
and of the Johns-Pratt Company of 
Hartford, and was at one time a di- 
rector in the Western National Bank 
of New York. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
The Behr Glucose Patents Upheld. 


A decision has been rendered at Chi- 
cago in the case of the Chicago Sugar 
Refining Company against the Pope 
Glucose Company sustaining the Behr 
patents fora processof extracting theoil 
germs from corn kernels, The Chicago 
company is the assignee of the patent, 
which has been the basis of litigation 
extending over a number of years. The 
patent was an important one, but not 
so comprehensive that evasion was im- 
possible, as was shown by the fact that 
the process was followed substantially 
by some of the other glucose companies, 
against which no suits were attempted 
by the assignees. The latest decision, 
however, shows the patent to be good 
as far as it went, and those who in- 
fringed its basic features are liable for 
an accounting. This is the only fea- 
ture of the decision that is of impor- 
tance at this time. Presumably the 
Chicago company is barred out by con- 
solidation with nearly all of the other 
companies which have been in exist- 
ence for any length of time, from pro- 
ceeding against any of them, which 
might have infringed the patents prior 
to the formation of the Glucose Trust 
last year. So far as any new manu- 
facturers are concerned the decision is 
of little consequence, in view of the fact 
that the patents expire in September 
of this year. In the meantime the new 
and large works of the recently incor- 
porated company, which starts out as a 
formidable competitor of the trust, will 
be in operation unless their opening 
should be delayed until the Behr pro- 
cess becomes public property, without 
the necessity of any modifications of 
the processes which it covers.

product becomes scant, the more expensive it 
is to acquire, Therefore it is not strange that, 
owing to this, the consumption of vanilla 
diminished to some extent, and noticeably so 
after the publication of the false and ground- 
less reports above referred to, but it is an 
infallible rule that the scarcity of an article 
causes an advance in price, 

The value set by Mexican exporters on their 
vanilla is not above the market, but is based 
on sales made in the markets and taking into 
consideration the relative prices obtained from 
sales of vanilla and from other sources and 
the cost of the article in the producing dis- 
tricts, owing to the small crops. 

We have no trustworthy data of 
of vanilla on hand in New York, 
suming that the amount of 200 cases, 
by a review of said city, be correct, with 
about 20 cases in France and 12 sent from 
here recently—making a total of 232 cases—to 
which should be added about 230 cases, which 
will be the maximum yield of the present 
crop, including cuts, this will bring the ap- 
proximate quantity available to 462 cases. This 
stock cannot possibly suffice for the consump- 
tion, considering that in previous years the 
crops have ranged from &) to 1,000 cases, and 
all have been consumed, 

We take occasion to mention that there are 
speculators in New York who mix the Mexican 
vanilla beans with others of an inferior quali- 
ty and sell the same genuine, this being 
done chiefly with the cuts, with which the 
adulteration is more easily accomplished. We 
also know that they have been making use of 
packages with labels bearing the trade marks 
of Mexican vanillas, having refilled the cases 
with the inferior article of other sources. 

The undersigned declare to their correspond- 
ents and consumers of vanilla that the fore- 
going statements are true and time will con- 
firm them. At present they pledge their word 
of honor to the veracity of the above state- 
ments.

Legislation Affecting Linseed Oil. 


Senator Page has introduced into the 
Legislature of this State a bill entitled 
“An act to prevent ‘the adulteration of 
and deception in the sale of linseed or 
flaxseed oil.’ This bill has ‘been re- 
ferred to the Committee on Trades and 
Manufactures, and its provisions are as 
follows: 

Section 1. No person, firm 
tion shall manufacture or 
sell, or offer for sale, under the name of 
raw linseed oil, any article which is not 
wholly the product of commercially pure 
linseed or flaxseed. Nor shall any person, 
firm or corporation manufacture or mix 
for sale, or offer for sale, under the name 
of boiled linseed oil, any article, unless 
the oil from which said article is made be 
wholly the product of commercially pure 
linseed flaxseed, and unless the same 
has been heated to at least two hundred 
and twenty-five degrees Fahrenheit. 

2. Nothing in this act shall be construed 
as prohibiting the sale or manufacture of 
any compound of linseed or flaxseed oil; 
provided, that such compound, if it imi- 
tates in appearance and is designed to 
take the place of linseed or fiaxseed oil, 
shall not be manufactured or mixed for 
sale, sold or offered for sale, under a 
name or description containing the words 
“linseed oil” “flaxseed oil.”’ 

3. Any person, firm or corporation who 
shall violate any of the provisions of this 
act, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and, upon conviction § thereof, 
shall be punished, for each and every 
such violation, with a fine of not less than 
fifty dollars nor more than five hundred 
dollars; and in default of the payment of 
such fine shall be committed to the coun- 
ty jail for a period of not less than thirty

4. It shall be the duty of the 
sioner of Agriculture to enforce 
Visions of this act. The said 
sioner and his assistants, experts and 
chemists, and others appointed by him, 
shall have access, ingress and egress to 
and from all places of business and build- 
ings where linseed or flaxseed oil is kept 
for sale or stored, They shall also have 
the power and authority to open any 
tank, barrel, can or other vessel contain- 
ing such oil, and may inspect the con- 
tents thereof, and take samples therefrom 
for analysis. All clerks, bookkeepers, ex- 
press agents, railroad agents or officials, 
employes of common carriers, or other 
persons, shall render them all the assist- 
ance in their power, when requested, 
in tracing, finding or inspecting such oil. 

5. Any person, tirm or corporation who 
shall violate any of the provisions of this 
act shall, in addition to the fines herein 
previously described, for each offense for- 
feit any pay a fixed penalty of one hun- 
dred dollars. Such penalty shall be re- 
covered, with costs, in any court of the 
State having jurisdiction thereof, in an 
action to be prosecuted in the name 
of the people, by the Commissioner 
of Agriculture, or any of his assist- 
ants, and shall be devoted to the payment 
of the expenses of the department of said 
Commissioner. In any action commenced

Every retail dealer or vender who 
shall sell, or cause to be sold at retail, a 
labeled, trademarked or stamped article, or 
package, upon which, or upon the cover, wrap 
per carton of which is plainly printed’ the 
price or other restrictions under which the par- 
ticular article or package is to be sold at re 
tail, shall be bound by such price and restric- 
tions; and any advertising of such labeled, 
trade-marked or stamped goods for sale at, or 
any sale thereof, for less than the printed price 
by a retail dealer or vender, shall make the 
dealer or vender liable to the owner of the 
label, trade-mark or stamp in a sum equal to 
the price printed upon the article or package 
so sold for each article or package so sold and 
for any additional damages that may be proved 
and for such damage as may be proved to 
have been caused by said advertising, the same 
to be recovered in an action of tort.

REFINED.—tThe past week, as far as 
export business has been concerned, 
has been the dullest the trade has ex- 
perienced for several months past. At 
the same time there has been consider- 
able oil taken by speculators who have 
faith in the future of cotton oil at 22c., 
and are willing to pay storage expenses 
while waiting for a rise in value. For- 
eign markets are all dull owing to large 
stocks, which are being resold in many 
instances at lower figures than prevail 
at the present moment. Consequently 
their current bids for round lots are 
generally not above 21144@22c. for March 
oil, at the same time they would pay 
221%4@23c. for April and May, but the 
trouble is to find sellers for those 
months. While this applies to the fu- 
ture there have been during the week 
free sellers of spot oil at 22c. in the face 
of an advancing lard market. There 
were some around the trade wicked 
enough to say that these offers were 
simply for effect and were being used to 
depress the price of crude. Be that as it

The same 
is true with those in the Indian Terri- 
tory, thus insuring no scarcity of oil 
in those sections for the present at 
least, even though the bulk of the mills 
here sold freely of their crude to West- 
ern packers. There is only a limited 
demand for butter oil from abroad 
this season. Churners seem to have 
given it the “go by"’ so far this season. 
White oil has been in fair request at 
24@25c., according to quality. Winter 
yellow has been rather slow, and, to 
place a round lot, 28c. would have to 
be shaded. To-day the market was 
steady at 22%c. for spot refined, with 
22c. bid. There was more inquiry for 
April-May oil, and it was claimed that 
a large business could be done at 23%c. 
The indications at the close were that 
oil next week would be wanted at 23c..

The present improvement is no doubt 
due to the fact that, with the collapse 
of the combination last October, num- 
bers of struggling oficinas were wholly 
and promptly shut down. The com- 
bination, instead of having raised the

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The Cinchona Situation. 


The quantity of quinine in the cin- 
chona bark offered at the ten Amster- 
dam auctions of 1897 fell considerably 
below that offered in 1896, and would, 
indeed, have carried us back to the fig- 
ures for 1895 but for the huge sup- 
plies offered at the December sales. 
Weight for weight, the supplies of bark 
actually fell below those of 1895 as well 
as of 1896, but it is too often forgot- 
ten, in speculating upon the future of 
the bark supply, that while the output 
of the island of Java is falling, the al- 
kaloidal richness of the bark contin- 
ues to rise. Thus, the average rich- 
ness (in quinine) of the Java manufac- 
turing bark in 1897 shows an increase 
of nearly 5 per cent. on that of the 
year before, and of over 43 per cent. 
since 1889. The actual average unit for 
each year, and its percentage increase 
upon its predecessor during the past 
seven years are shown in the subjoined 
table:

From the bottom line it will be no- 
ticed that the average unil has gener- 
ally taken a big step forward 
second year. If this tendency be main- 
tained in the same ratio during the 
twelvemonth just commenced the av 
erage quinine content of the manufac- 
turing bark offered at oo this 
year will be well over 6 per cent. Hith- 
erto such a unit has only been attained 
in the auctions of August and Septem- 
ber, 1897, and a few years ago it would

have been looked upon as wildly im- 
probable. 
The “Syndicate’—if we may call it 


by that name—of Java planters and 
Amsterdam brokers that has under- 
taken the task of raising the unit price 
by concerted action during a prelim- 
inary period of three months com- 
menced its operations at the auctions 
of Thursday last. It only succeeded in 
preventing the bark from falling below 
an average unit of 6.90c. per half-kilo 
which is certainly a Pyrrhic victory. It 
may be urged that, without the stand 
made by the “Syndicate,” the unit 
would have been down to 4 or 4c. 
per half-kilo., and every advantage lost 
that was gained during the autumn. 
Still, if the planters cannot do better 
in February and March than they did 
last Thursday, their co-operation will 
probably not outlive the initial three 
nronths, and the last state of the plant- 
ing interest will be worse than the first 
for the decisive defeat of a “Syndicate’ 
that started under such favorable au- 
spices as the present will probably de 
ter others from trying the policy of 
eoncerted action afresh. We have often 
expressed the belief, to which we still 
adhere, that the Java planters could 
have obtained effective control of the 
bark market if they had known how to 
seize the right moment, and had had 
the right man to lead them, But w 
are afraid that time is now gone for 
good, and so far we have seen no 
evidence of the existence of a man 
qualified to fight the quinine combina- 
tion successfully. This does not imply 
that we take a gloomy view of the 
quinine market—far from it—but we do 
incline to the belief that the planters 
will shortly fall more helpless victims 
to the quinine ‘“‘combination” than they 
have ever been before. The quinine 
makers are a small but highly organ- 
ized body, the planters a mere undis- 
ciplined mob. It seems, indeed, from 
the sale catalogue of the last Amster- 
dam auction, that the firms who took 
a leading part in the December con- 
ferences, that led to the scheme for 
concerted action did withdraw the bulk 
of their cinchona at prices above the 
unit obtainable at the auctions, but 
there appear to be plenty of others only 
too ready to take the places of those 
who refuse to sell. And yet there are 
many factors which would make a com-

| bination of cinchona planters more easy 


to manage than many another syndi- 
eate that has for years held its own 
in the face of adverse circumstances, 
For one thing, 85 per cent. of the avail- 
able quinine supply of the world is pro- 
duced in one island, and by less than 
one hundred firms. Next, it is highly 
probable that the bulk of the great 
factories have not more than a moder- 
ate stock of bark on hand, and that 
there is no excessive cinchona stock in 
second hands to harrass the action of a 
combination. Further, a bark com- 
bination would be free from the great 
trouble of other syndicates in raw 
products that new supplies may be dis- 
covered at any moment. It takes time 
for new cinchona plantations to come 
into bearing, and no danger could 
threaten from South America, unless 
the price were raised exorbitantly. 
With regard to the quinine 
which the combined German 
are said to contemplate establishing in 
Java, at Pengalengan, the promoters of 
the undertaking in Java have published 
a statement to the effect that the pro- 
jected factory is entirely “national” (i. 
Dutch), and thai neither German 
nor English manufacturers are con- 
cerned in it. We believe that this is 
only technically correct, and that, in 
fact, the promoters of the Pengalengan 
works are connected with the Amster- 
dam Quinine Works, which, in turn, are 
closely allied with the firm of Bohringer 
& Sons of Mannheim.—Chemist and 
Druggist.

Soudan Gum Arabic. 


Soudan gum arabic as a market item 
must have been a puzzle to many who 
are not among the number which con- 
trols its sale and yet have tried to 
keep in touch with its position during 
the last twelve or eighteen months. 
Signs of a forthcoming decline were 
plainly manifest twelve months ago, 
and, nevertheless, we are told that at 
the present time 85s. is being paid for 
fine Soudan sorts, while other qualities 
of presentable appearance are selling 
at prices varying from the figure 
named to 65s. per cwt. This does not 
seem much like a decline, and one 
naturally looks back again to the cir- 
cumstances on which the prophecies of 
a year ago were based to see whether 
these were misinterpreted or falsely de- 
scribed. 

The circumstances were briefly these: 
At the end of 1896 15,730 cwts. of gum 
arabic had been exported from Sua- 
kim, a great decline as compared with 
the figures for the previous year, 
which were 38,000 cwts. This decrease 
was greatly due to the interruption of 
the Suakim-Berber road, and in Sep- 
tember of 1896 the difficulties thus 
caused in bringing supplies to the coast 
were assisted in restricting the output 
from Suakim by the embargo which 
the Sirdar laid on the introduction of 
Soudan produce into Suakim. In spite 
of this caravans still set out from Ber- 


ber, where gum was ruling at a low 
price, but they had to set down their 
loads outside Suakim, and it was not 
until November that these outlying 
stocks were brought into the town, 


where they had to remain under Gov- 
ernment control up to the middle of 
February, 1897. 

Supposing that all the gum lying in 
Suakim at the time supplies were 
finally shut off from the town was sent 
abroad before the Government con- 
irolled stock was available it would 
mean that there were from 650 to 750 
tons to draw upon on Feb. 18, and of 
this from 430 tons to 500 tons were

What the 
reasons are may be partly deduced 
from certain observations. In the first 
place, it seems to have been made very 
plain of late that the scarcity of Sou- 
dam gum and the sudden interruptions 
in its supply, which have been caused 
by military operations in Egypt, have 
to a much larger extent than was ex- 
pected caused the total abandonment 
of this gum in certain manufactures for 
other mucilaginous and adhesive sub- 
stances. The use of Indian gums has 
extended, and the conversion of so- 
ealled insoluble Persian gum into solu- 
ble material has brought within the 
reach of many a substance which ren- 
ders them independent of “Soudan 


sorts.” To successfully compete with 
these substitutes in the fields where 
they have made most headway, the 


Soudan gum would have to be cheap- 
ened to a revolutionary extent, as any 
one can see by consulting our market 
reports on the respective gums. 


This is perfectly well known to gum 
importers and brokers, and has very 
likely had a great influence in prevent- 
ing a rush of supplies to this side, 
which it is safe to prophesy would 
have happened if, by a moderate re- 
duction in price, a tight market could 
have been relieved and a large num- 
ber of demands filled up. As it was 
the slight scarcity which was felt at 
the beginning of this year was removed 
by much larger exports in April and 
May than have been sent over during 
any other two months of last year. The 
chief importer here is believed to be 
also the chief holder of stocks on this 
side, and he, together with the other 
British importers and the merchants in 
Suakim, appear to be playing a waiting 
policy. They are not by any means go- 
ing to reduce the price of Soudan gum 
rashly. The future of the country of 
origin is still much of a mystery, and 
as long as business is not to be greatly 
encouraged at present by any all- 
round moderate reductions in price, 
their policy is evidently the proper one. 
At the same time we do not mean to 
say that they are very firm in their 
ideas of price. It is very difficult to 
get at trustworthy reports regarding 
the fair values of various grades of 
Soudan gum in the market at present, 
but from what we hear we should judge 
that, more than usually is the case, the 
larger buyer with a firm offer could ob- 
tain material concessions on the prices 
which are understod to be ruling. 


Conclusions on the present situation 


may after this be almost summed up 
in a word. The small buyer will not 
find that he can purchase much 


cheaper now than he could twelve 
months ago; the large‘buyer will find 
that, as we prophesied, Soudan gum 
has become distinctly easier during the 
last twelve months. As to the future, 
it is, of course, more difficult to say. 
Until the whole district to the southern 
borders of Kordofan is thoroughly re- 
duced to order all sorts of things may 
happen, but it certainly seems that the 
exporters and importers of this article 
are only postponing what must inev- 
itably take place, viz., a great reduc- 
tion in the price of “Turkey gum ara- 
vic.”’—British and Colonial Druggist.

General trade conditions may be re- 
garded as fairly satisfactory for the sea- 
son and the prospects for the spring 
trade, to which merchants are now look- 
ing, are regarded as encouraging.

California Petroleum. 


California’s petroleum production, 


confined wholly to the southern part 
of the State, has reached an annual 
output of 2,750,000 barrels, of which 1,- 
450,000 barrels is produced in the field 
situaied within the city of Los An- 
geles. 

This oil is of asphaltum base, and is 


especially valuable in the manufacture 
of street paving material, generating 
power, and for heating purposes. Thr 
value of the crude oil and its manu- 
factures has been estimated at as high 
a figure as $5,000,000. 

The oil strata of the Los Angeles dis- 
trict underlie the hilly western portion 


of the city, and extend from the ele 
vation east of Westlake Park to the 
Catholic Cemetery, on Buena Vista 
street, a disiance of nearly three miles. 
There is a break in the formation at 
Temple street, extending to the vicin- 
ity of Alpine street, a distance of 


three blocks. Easiward from this point 
the territory known the eastern 
extension. A disturbance in the strata 
at Belmont avenue caused the district 
westward to be known as the “quad- 
rani,’ and western extension. The ‘old 
field” lies westward from Temple street 


Is as 


to Belmont avenue. 

The first oil placed upon the market 
from the Los Angeles district was by 
Kk. L. Doheney during the summer of 
1893. This was baled from a shaft sunk 
to a depth of 145 feet at a depres- 
sion in the hills near the junction of | 
West State street and Lakeshore ave- 
nue. A product of only two or three 
barrels per day was secured, but as 
the oil then sold for $2 a barrel, drill- 
ing Operations were soon begun, and 


have been prosecuted to a present out- 
put of 4,000 barrels daily, iaken from 
nearly 500 wells. 

Prior to the time mentioned 
curing oil, large sums had been 
pated in fruitless search for petroleum. 
In 1857 heavy oil seepage was uncoy- | 
ered at a depth of 800 feet upon the 
site now occupied by the London Cloth- 
ing Company, at the junction of Spring 
and Temple sireets. A franchise for 
further exploitation was refused by the 
city, and work was suspended.

1887 in an unsuccessful attempt to un- 
cover strata in the Rancho La Brea. 
Two wells were drilled, one to 1,500 
feet, and the other to a depth of 1,485 
feet. Hammel & Denker also squan- 
dered $20,000 in a vain search for oil 
upon the Rancho Rodeo de las Aguas. 
Ivar Weid’s exploitation in the Ca- 


huenga Valley resulted only in ihe de- 


pletion of his bank account by $8,000. 
And even at the present time large 
sums are being annually expended 


without returns. 

The existence of ‘oil sand’ or pe- 
troleum rock was not known befure 
several hundred wells had been drilled, 
as heavy producers were secured from 
surface or seepage oil, uncovered at a 
depth of a few hundred feet. Some 
daring exploiter drilled down upon 
tour of investigation and was rewarded 
by uncovering a gritty, decomposed 
rock carrying oil almost as a sponge 
would water. When this sand was 
first uncovered it was not unusual to 
secure wells that would produce from 
100 to 175 barrels per day. Now no 
one thinks of suspending drilling op- 
erations until the ‘sand’ has been 
penetrated. In some portions of the 
field there are two sands, one lying 
from fifty to seventy-five feet below the 
other, and separated by shale or adobe 
formation. As this is the most resist- 
ant formation in the disirict, neither 
blasting nor diamond drill points are 
necessary in oil development. The oil 
strata from 600 to 800 feet wide,

Annual Meeting of the Perfan ers’ 
Association. 

The annual convention of the Manu- 
facturing Perfumers’ Association was 
held on the 9th inst., in the office of 
Messrs. Colgate & Co., 55 John street, 
New York.

Our Reciprocity Treaties. 
Washington, Feb. 11, 1898. 

There have been some important de- 
velopments during the past week with 
reference to the negotiations of reci- 
procity treaties covering articles of in- 
terest to the Reporter's trades. Both 
Spanish and French treaties are in- 
volved, and with reference to each the 
prospect of concluding satisfactory re- 
ciprocal trade agreements seems now 
to be very remote, 

Commissioner Kasson, who has been 
acting for the State Department in the 
negotiations of reciprocity treaties, is 
now beginning to find himself very ser- 
iously handicapped in his work by the 
protests of Senators and Congressmen 
whose constituents claim that their 
products will be disastrously affected 
by the competition of foreign goods, 
which it is proposed to admit either 
free or at lower rates of duty than 
those now prevailing. These protests 
have an especially important bearing 
upon the efforts which Mr. Kasson is 
making to secure more equitable treat- 
ment of American cottonseed oil at the 
hands of the French Government. Mr. 
Kasson gives the strongest assurances 
that from the outset he has recognized 
the overshadowing importance of the 
cottonseed oil industry, and has kept 
it well in the front in the negotiations. 
It has been necessary, especially in 
view of recent developments in France, 
to present a fairly liberal list of tariff 
reductions in order to hope to secure a 
concession to American cottonseed oil, 
which, as has been fully demonstrated, 
comes into direct competition with the 
product of the French crushers whose 
raw material is obtained in the far 
East. 

When Mr. Kasson began negotiations 
the list of articles which he proposed to 
offer in exchange for special conces- 
sions embraced numerous products for 
which France has constantly striven to 
secure a foreign market. From time to 
time members and Senators have ob- 
tained an inkling of the negotiations at 
the State Department, and they have 
promptly filed their protests against the 
proposed reductions in duties. The re- 
sult is that to-day the Commissioner 
finds himself practically bound hand 
and foot by the House and Senate, both 
of which bodies mustapprove any treaty 
that is negotiated. It goes without say- 
ing that, in view of Mr. Kasson's deli- 
cate task and the peculiar difficulties 
in the way of its accomplishment as re- 
gards France, he needs the widest lati- 
tude, not only to gain commercial ad- 
vantages for the United States, but to 
retain the present status with regard 
to such commodities as cottonseed oil, 
which are now the subject of attack by 
the French producers. The State De- 
partment officials have not hesitated 
to protest to the Republican leaders in 
both houses against the attitude of 
those Senators and Representatives 
who have filed objections to the Com- 
missioner’s schedules, and it is under- 
stood that the leading members of the 
Ways and Means and Finance Commit- 
tees will soon prepare a tentative list 
of articles that may be made the sub-

The recent death of Dr. C, A. Sim- 
mons has led to the publication in the 
newspapers of Atlanta of a number of 
interesting incidents connected with 
the well-known patent medicine with 
which his name was connected. 

The manner of the discovery of Sim- 
mons’ Liver Medicine by Dr. A, Q. Sim- 
mons and its first use in the treatment 
of disease form interesting stories. Dr. 
A. Q. Simmons, who was living at La- 
Fayettte, was troubled with dyspepsia, 
and, being of an inventive turn of 
mind, began to make experiments with 
herbs and roots in order to find some- 
thing that would relieve him. 


He discovered in this way what is 


of 18, having up to that time attended 
a school in Chattanooga. He became a 
practicing physician before he was 21 
years of age. He practiced medicine 
and manufactured and sold the liver 
medicine up to the time of the war. 
During the war he had contracts from 
the Confederate Government for mak- 
ing swords, dirks, horse shoes, et« He 
at one time invested $80,000 in tobacco, 
which he had stored in Atlanta. In the 
second year of the war some of the 
parties having it in charge took the to- 
bacco to New York and sold it The 
entire $80,000 was thus lost. In the third 
year of the war Dr. Simmons refugeed 
with his family from Gainesville to 
3arnesville. In this year he changed 
the name of the medicine to Simmons’ 
Liver Regulator. During the remainder 
of the war period he continued the 
practice of medicine and the sale of the 
liver medicine. In 1868 Dr. Simmins 
sold the right to make the Regulator to 
J. H. Zeilin & Co. of Macon, for $60, - 
000 and removed to Florida on account 
of the ill health of his wife.

To Kender Lead of Easy Assailability 
to Chemical Agents for the Pro- 


duction of White Lead.

Lead is melied together with easily 
oxydizable metals, which are dissolved 
before or during the use, Whereupon the 
lead remains in a porous but well co- 
hering form. In case calcium barium 
and strontium be used, their sulphates 
remain in the lead plate and assist the 
durability, while in case chrome and 
manganese be used, the latter also con- 
tribute to the effect according to the 
author’s view. A similar alloy, but in 
wire, plate and powder form is also 
said to have been found yaluable in 
the manufacture of white lead.—Chem.,

The Pending Bankruptcy Bill. 
Washington, Feb. 10, 1898, 

Chairman Henderson of the Judiciary 
Committee on Wednesday introduced a 
resolution asking the Committee on 
Rules for a special order for the consid- 
eration of the pending Bankruptcy bill, 
and providing for three days’ debate 
thereon. The resolution was referred to 
the Committee on Rules and it is ex- 
pected will be favorably reported early 
next week. General Henderson hopes 
to have the bill up within a few days 
as the time is opportune for its con- 
sideration in the House. The most im- 
portant of the appropriation bills have 
already been disposed of and are now 
awaiting action in the Senate, where 
everything has been sidetracked to per- 
mit the free discussion of the Cuban 
question. The sentiment in the House 
favorable to the Torrey bill is believed 
to be increasing, and its friends predict 
its passage by a comfortable majority. 
There are certain amendments to the 
bill, which it is expected will be made 
in conference, and which will result in 
correcting certain features which were 
unwisely incorporated by the House 
Judiciary Committee. It is hoped that 
the bill will be in conference by the 20th 
inst., and that it will be reported and 
finally passed during the present 
month.

Fish Oils. 


Mr. F. G. Bruckner of Hamburg has 
published a statement regarding the 
supply of fish oils, other than cod liver 
oil, during 1897. During the season 
59,200,000 torsk were caught on. the 
Norwegian coast, and they yielded 34,- 
035 hectolitres (1 hectol, equals twenty- 


two gallons) of steam oil, and 37,040 
hectolitres of liver and raw oils—fig- 
ures greatly in excess of previous 
years. The yield of Newfoundland 


seal-fishing was only 2,736 tons of blub- 
ber, while the Greenland fishings gave 
15,200 tons. The Japanese yield of fish 
oils was better than in 1896, but still 
below the average. The following are 
the figures, in gallons, for the past four 
years:

Liverpool Chemical Notes. 


Liverpool, Dec. 28, 1898. 
The past week has been very little 
different from its precedessor as re- 


gards heavy chemicals, a continued ab- 
sence of business without any change 
in prices. The exports of alkali for 
the month of December, as published 
by the Board of Trade, showing a de- 
crease of over 6,000 tons as compared 
with December, 1896, largely due to the 


restricted demand from U. S. A. The 
shipments of bleaching powder have 
been fairly well maintained, but there 


is a regretable absence of orders for 
chlorate of potash.

There has been an absence of fea- 
tures and demand. Consumers have 
purchased only in a small jobbing way, 
at 26c. from manufacturers, 25@25'%¢c. 
from dealers, but some brands can be 
had at 24c, 

Further particulars with regard to the 
last Amsterdam bark sales show that 
of the bark offered on that occasion 
over 90 per cent. consisted of Ledger- 
iana. The richest lot offered in sale 
was one of 31 bales of crushed Ledger- 
iana. This contained the equivalent of 
9.90 per cent. of sulphate of quinine, and 
sold at 61 Dutch cents per half kilo. 
The average unit, was 6.90c. per half 
kilo, but 7,454 kilos of quinine in the 
bark realized the rate of 7c., 699 kilos 
at that of 74c., and 621 kilos at that 
of 7%c. per half kilo. On the other 
hand, 518 kilos sold at as low a unit 
as 5%c., which was the lowest figure 
accepted. Two-fifths of the total sup- 
plied, which was bought in, is held 
above the average limit obtained at the 
sales. At the last London auction 3,- 
460 packages were offered, and a large 
proportion sold, with good competition, 
at rather above the last Amsterdam 
sale rates, the average unit obtained 
being 1%d. to 14%4d., against 1%d. to 
1%d. at the last London auction rate, 
The offerings consisted of East Indian 
cinchona, 1,361 packages, of which 853 
packages were sold; African cinchona, 
843 packages, of which 618 packages 
were sold; South American cinchona, 802 
packages, of which 156 packages were 
sold; Ceylon cinchona, 237 packages, of 
which 229 packages were sold; Java 
cinchona, 217 packages, of which 177 
packages were sold. Total 3,460 pack- 
ages, of which 2,033 were sold.

Oil of Spike Lavender. 
BY JOHN C. UMNEY, FCS. 


The essential oil of spike lavender 
(Lavandula Spicia), although but little 
used by pharmacists, is used in consid- 
erable quantities by soap-manufactur- 
ers and others. The yield of the oil in 
Grasse, Nimes andin Southern France 
generally, in the autumn of last year 
was much below the average, and, in 
consequence, much higher prices have 
ruled, and at least 50 per cent. more is 
now being paid as compared with rates 
ruling after a normal season.

To Deodorize Caoutchouc Articles. 


Most caoutchouc ware has a highly 
unpleasant odor, which is also imparted 
to other goods, for which reason such 
articles cannot be used for many pur- 
poses. According to S. Bourne, this 
smell will entirely disappear if the ar- 
ticles are covered on both sides with a 
thin layer of animal charcoal and then 
heated with the charcoal for three to 
four hours to 50-60 degree C.

The London Commercial Record says: 
“Shortly after the close of the October 
sales an improved demand was experi- 
enced, especially for shipping qualities 
of Bengal, and a good many parcels 
were sold at some advance on the sales’ 
rates. On the opening of the Calcutta 
season, however, when it was found 
that planters were persistent sellers at 
constantly declining prices, the demand 
here completely ceased, and during the 
last two months the market has been 
in a state of complete stagnation. Under 
these circumstances a flat sale has been 
generally anticipated. The home trade 
have been the only buyers, and they 
have bought simply to cover immediate 
requirements, but the quantity sold 
shows that consumption is proceeding 
satisfactorily.”’ 

“Bengals have gone up very irregu- 
larly, a large proportion of the quan- 
tity offered consisting of undesirable 
parcels of doubtful value. A few lots 
of good and fine consuming sold fairly 
well, but ordinary and middling kinds 
have shown a decided decline, and 
many parcels that were intended to be 
sold have had to be withdrawn, no bids 
being obtainable, even at the low rates 
ruling. This unsatisfactory result is 
entirely owing to the great weakness 
that has been shown in Calcutta. Our 
market has been inundated with offers 
from thence professing to be much be- 
low the value on this side, and buyers 
have been thus tempted to provide for 
part of their requirements, 


“As compared with the October sale, 
we quote: Bengal—good and fine ship- 
ping, none sold; good consuming, par 
to 2d. lower; ordinary to middling con- 
suming, 2d. to 4d. lower. Oudes have 
also sold very irregularly, but averag- 
ing 3d. to 4d. decline, the chief demand 
being for the lower qualities. Kurpahs 


being in very moderate supply, and! 


most of the parcels being firmly held, 
there is no great change in prices to 
report. We quote: Middling to good 
showy kinds, par to 2d. discount; ordi- 
nary to middling red, about par. At- 
tention was called in the sale room to 
the increasing supply of spurious chips 
and dust received from Madras, and 
hope was expressed that efforts would 
be made to prevent the importation of 
such rubbish, which should not be de- 
scribed or sold as indigo. Dry leaf 
Madras has been in some demand, and 
sold at from about October rates to 3d. 
decline. Bhimlipatam.—The new crop 
appears to be of inferior quality, the 
proportion sold has realized 2d. to 3d. 
below valuations. Bombay kinds—The 
small supply of Hoody brought from 1s. 
9d. to 1s. 10d., being about previous 
rates. Figs were not in demand, and 
have been all withdrawn. Of the total 
quantity brought forward (7,950 chests) 
6,500 have been withdrawn, and 204 
bought in, leaving 1,246 sold in the 
room, to which must be added 400 of the 
withdrawn and bought in, making a 
total of 1,650 chests disposed of.’’ 

LOGWOOD.—Stocks in the hands of 
the extract manufacturers are not so 
large as they were a year ago, and the 
market forward is prime, with an ad- 
vancing tendency.

The Position of Indigo. 


At a time when business in the 
“Lane” is generally improving, so poor 
a result as shown by the quarterly in- 
digo sales held this week must be par- 
ticularly trying to holders of available 
lots, for, as a rule, when a wave of con- 
fidence and better feeling is sweeping 
over the market, each branch of Minc- 


|} ing lane trade is ready to respond and 


speculative element 
seems ever prepared to support any 
market likely to improve, The position 
of indigo at the present moment must, 
indeed, be unsatisfactory to exclude all 
speculative enterprise. Indigo, we are 


particularly the 


| afraid, is suffering from the same mal- 


ady which has made other markets so 
very sick, viz., overproduction. The 
large crop this season has cut short 
the improvement which set in immedi- 
ately after the las t October sales, 
Good orders reached our market at the 
end of last year, especially Bengals for 
export met with a fair demand, and for 
a time things looked indeed very prom- 
ising, when suddenly the opening of the 
Caleutta season put an end to all hope 
of higher prices and better trade. In 
the face of another large crop East 
Indian planters offered freely at ever- 
declining values, being ably supported 
by speculative bear sellers. At first the 
trade was tempted by the cheap offers 
from the other side, but soon. it be- 
came alarmed at the persistent offers 
from Calcutta and Madras, and with- 
drew from the market altogether. Thus 
the sales opened on a very flat private 
market, and from the first all hope of 
an improvement was abandoned. Hold- 
ers made up their minds to make con- 
cessions and meet consumers whenever 
possible, but frequently their lots had 
to be taken out, no bids having been 
made in spite of the low prices ruling. 
Qualities offered for sale on the whole 
were not very satisfactory, but the de- 
cline in value would hardly have been 
so great had Calcutta shown a little 
strength. To the weakness of plant- 
ers and shippers on the other side, and 
to their wholesale offering must we 
attribute alone the poor result of this 
week’s public auction. Prices on the 
whole showed a decline of about 3d. per 
pound, and even at this reduction the 
bulk of the goods exposed for sale had 
to be taken out, It will rest with Cal- 
cutta whether the hopelessly flat state 
of our market is to be continued until 
the next quarterly sales or not. A little 
firmness—less overanxiey to sell—will 
be very beneficial to London stocks, 
and to the planters and shippers in In- 
dia as well, for it can hardly be in 
their interest to smash our market by 
inundating it with offers, as they have 
done during the last two months.— 
London Commercial Record.
